Power Issue Never 


as Important as on 


Honest Public Record 


You read on this page yesterday 


what may well be the final chap- 
\jj of the story ot Ozark's ill-fated 
ffEA generating plant. But before 
you attempt to write a tragic in- 
terpretation on the future of all 
public power let us examine the 
facts in the Ozark case. 


Northwest 
Arkansas had three 


successful local REA co-operatives 
Which built distribution lines with 
public funds, bought power from 


; private companies and retailed it 
| to the farmers ot that area. It 
was a setup which promoted the 
fffue purpose for which the Rural 
Electrification Administration was 
created. 


But prowling across the land- 


scape was a new and hungry feder- 
al agency, the Southwestern Pow- 
er Administration, ambitious with 
plans, but devoid of appropriations. 
SPA sought money of the congress 
in order to build a public-power 
generating plant. Congress specific- 
f 


'iy refused. 
Then the SPA boys went to the 
rce successful northwest Arkan- 


sas REA co-ops and promoted an 
ingenious 
plan. 
The 
"locals" 


would ask their parent REA body 
in Washington for a 10-million-dol- 
lar loan to build a generating plant 
at Ozark, Ark; as soon as the 
plant was built SPA guaranteed 
to lake it off HEA's hands — first 
by contracting for all of its electri- 
city!-,later-exercising an option to 
d|uy ihe plant outright. 
m Not only was this entire scheme 
a flagrant violation of law and 
good' government — attempting to 
do by indirection what the con- 
gress had specifically forbidden 
SPA — but it also damaged 
Ihft 


existing private power companies 
Which had been supplying the REA 
co-ops all along. 
Naturally 
the 


authority to throw 10 millions of 
federal money into such a wildcat 
.venture was 
challenged in 
the 


Courts — and yesterday the Ar- 
kansas Supreme Court wrote tho 
final chapter, canceling the Ozark 
generating station.

I ,am 
writing my piece in a city which 
owns and operates its own electric 
plant, as an editor who has do 
fended public power more time?

Rent Control 
to Die in Few 
Big Cities

WASHINGTON, (UP) — A key 


Republican predicted 
today 
that 


Congiess will let federal rent con- 
trols die April 30 in Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston, 
Cleveland 
and 


about 
1500 other 
communities 


which are not "critical" defense 
areas: 


But he said tenants need not be 


alarmed 
because 
there 
prob- 


ably won't be any "great Increase" 
in rents. 


The forecast came from Chair- 


man Jesse P. Wolcott (R-Mich.) 
of the House Bunking Committee 
which plans to start hearings in 
about two weeks on President Ei- 
senhower's request that rent ceil- 
ings be continued in "critical" de- 
fense housing areas. 


Wolcott saiid he interprets Mr. 


Eisenhower's request to mean con* 
trols should die as scheduled on ' 
April 30 except for 
communiUcs 


near military and atomic installa- 
tions which have a severe housing 
shortage. 


Federal rent controls went out 


last Sept. 29 for more than 90U 
cities and towns which failed to 
take the necessary stops — Usual 
ly a resolution of the city council 
— to keep them in force. AbouV 
1500 communities, including sever* 
al major cities, did act to kccp* 
ceilings. 


The officials said only a hand- 


ful of these places, and probably 
none uf the big cities, could qual- 
ify as "critical defense" areas un- 
der the definition Wolcott proposes 
to write Into the new law. 
. Wolcott said the rent c o n t r o l 
-"bureaucracy" 
in 
Washington 


should be dismantled after April 
30. He said the armed forces and 
the atomic energy commission can 
be empowered to administer rent 
controls where needed near 
their 


installations. 


Wolcott pointed out that if states 


wanted to they could set up stand- 
by 
rent 
controls. 
Some

such as New York,' already have 
done so.
